London, March 16.—The only mili- 


tary activity along the East Prussian 
front appears to be the resumption of 
the German, bombardment of Osso- 
wetz. At this point, the attacking bat- 
teries have been brought closer to the 
fortress, the reason "being, according 
to official reports from Petrograd, the 
ineffectiveness of shell fire at a longer 
range. The Russian reports maintain 
that the attacks on the fort have been 
successfully countered. 


Petrograd claims tljat the Russians 


are holding their antagonis(|: on al- 
most the entire Przasnysz front, where 
the Germans are keeping up a violent 
artillery fire.

taken Friday before Justice 
Bijur, 


upon return of the writ of habeas 
corpus. It is expected an effort will 
be made then to have the question as 
to Thaw's sanity decided by a jury. 
Failing to obtain 
Thaw's 
release 


there is a strong probability that the 
case will be thrown into the federal 
courts again and will eventually find 
its way to the supreme court of the 
United States. 
Mr. Stanchfield 
so 


asserted. 


"The motion to have Mr. Thaw 


returned to New Hampshire and its 
denial are without precedent in law." 
he said. "In a case of this kind, 
where a man's sanity and constitu- 
tional rights are involved, it seems 
to me that the matter should be set- 
tled by the United States supreme 
court."'

probably would 
be entered 
from 


Justice Page's decision and that this 
appeal would be carried through the 
state courts to the highest tribunal 
and afterwards if necessary, taken 
into the federal courts and finally be- 
fore the supreme court.

Mrs. Helen M. Angle, charged with 
manslaughter took the witness stand 
in her own behalf today and gave 
her version of how Waldo R. Ballou 
received fatal injuries outside her 
apartments in the Rippomaw build- 
ing in Stamford. 
Questions put to 


Mrs. Angle's counsel indicated that 
the defense is that Ballou, moving 
about in the dark, hallway, outside 
Mrs. Angle's rooms, pitched down the 
stairs. 


Mrs. Angle looked somewhat worn 


as she took the stand, but outward- 
ly she appeared calm. Her answers 
were made in a low voijce. 


To Jacob B Kline, her 
counsel 


she described how she had been em 
ployed at various times as clerk. In 
January, 1914, she gave up this 
work as she was suffering from ner- 
vous trouble. She was married ir 
1898 to Frank Angle, but secured a 
divorce on grounds 
of 
desertion 


several years later. She met Ballou 
in 1901 about a year and a half af 
ter the death of his wife. 


"We were very good friends," she 


said, and added that she had gone 
out frequently 
with 
Ballou. 
She 


also enumerated various gifts, which 
Ballou had given her. 


"Did he anpear 
to 
think 
very' 


much of you?" 


"Very much. He asked me sever- 


al times to marry him. I told him I 
did not wish to, as he was Aery old 
I also reminded him that he had 
grown children, and because of that 
I did not think it advisable." 


Mrs. Angle described 
how she 


heard a noise in the hall some time 
,after Ballou had left; how on investi- 
gation she stumbled over him lying 
at the foot-of the stairs :of her ef- 
forts to revive him :and of taking 
him down stairs and out at the street 
entrance. 


She added in a broken voice that 


everything paled into insignificance 
in the face of the fact that the man 
sfre toted was dead. 


Mrs. Angle told of her movements 


on the evening of June 23 when Bal- 
lou lost his life 
She spent 
some 


time with 3Irs. Barrett who had just 
moved in under her. 
Later she 


washed two pairs of stockings and 
did sonic ironing with an 
electric 
flat iron lor Mrs. Barrett 


Mrs. Angle said she felt lonesome, 
and called «j» "Jimmy.'' 


"Who was Jjnimy?"" 
"Mr. Ballou.' 
The witness continued: 
"I called up Mr. Ballou and he 
came over." 


M Ballon left however. a5»o«t s 


o'clock, the witness said, but returned 
later. He had a IrottJe of wine and 
after they had talked for some time 
BaHou proposed to have a drink of 
wine Mrs. Angle said stv did not 
care for •wine and at 
h/»r suggeslsor. 


Ballou secured whiskey from 
the 


medSciue closet 
and 
poured out * 


«mall drink for her and a larger one 
for himself. Later she told of finding 
Ballou's body at the bottom of the 
stairway.

He had had no 
experience whatever at it, and the 
farmers of the neighbor laughed at 
him. 
They thought he would soon 


retire from the competition, with 
more experience and fewer dollars. 


Tne doctor however made quite a 


study of scientific poultry raising. 
One of uis ideas was to use printer's 
ink freely. He inserted with, his de- 
liveries of eggs a printed, 
circular 


telling 
the 
public 
about 
ME 


methods. He emphasized the clean- 
liness and sanitary conditions of his 
poultry houses. He spoke of his care 
to feed the fowls a wetl^balanced 
ration of both grain and vegetable 
Tood. He told of the care taken to 
sort the eggs for size, color, clean- 
•iness, and he guaranteed a given 
weight per dozen. 


The farmers of the 
town 
-were 


selling their eggs to 
the 
country 


store for a small price. 
Probably 


he store had to sell to a whole- 
saler, and they may have had to go 
through several hands. The doctor, 
selling at a little better price than 
ihe farmers were getting at the store, 
soon picked up a good trade in the 
nearest large town. 


In a shoit time he was cleaning 


up the whole product of his poultry 
yard at better prices than the 
were getting who had monkeyed with 
chicken raiting all their lives. 


Probably his simple little printed 


statement of his methods had more 
to do with it than anything else. No 
doubt many of the old farmers had 
equally good methods. 
But 
they 


took no pains to tell the public about 
them. It makes little difference how- 
good a man's methods are. how well 
produced his goods arc. how low they 
are selling, if he never takes any 
pains to tell the public about it.
